Roy W. Howard,

the United Press, made the fore­ 
going statement today on his re­ 
turn to New Y ork after coming 
from France 
aboard 
a 
United 
States transport and having con­ 
ferred with Secretary Daniels and 
others in Washington. 
In his statement, Howard out­ 
lined what he had done on No­ 
vember 7 when the signing of the 
arm istice 
was 
announced 
at 
Brest, France, and then said: 
“ Upon my return to the United 
States I learned that no news had 
been published here of the fact 
that celebrations of the signing 
of the arm istice took place 
on 
November 7 at practically all the 
varm y and navy 
bases 
on 
the 
French coast. 
" I was also surprised to learn 
that nothing had reached here by 
cable concerning the fact that all 
Paris had the report of the arm ­ 
istice being signed. 
A t the Am er­ 
ican Luncheon C*ub

Paris on that day the toastmaster 
arose and with Admiral Benson 
seated on one side 
of

and 
American Consul General Thack­ 
er on the other, 
announced

Will Be Real Danger of .An­ 
archy This Winter; But 
Allies Are Not Fooled

WASHINGTON,

20.—That 
there is an active dancer of Bolshe­ 
vism in Germany hut 
that 
Teuton 
leaders are overplaying that possibili­ 
ty for their own ends is the official 
attitude of this Government today to­ 
ward the German situation. 
This po­ 
sition was revealed by the State De­ 
partment. 
It was pointed out the semi-calm 
of recent days need not necessarily 
be significant. 
Russia started rather 
quietly hut when 
Bolshevism 
burst 
in its tidiness tile nation went mad. 
The 
State 
Department scarcely < x- 
pects events to follow the same strain 
in Germany, for the training and in­ 
telligence of the average German are 
higher than those of tho Slav. It w;is 
pointed out Russia came out of actual 
serfdom only 
a 
comparatively 
few 
years ago. 
The German has not been 
a real serf, though he has been bow­ 
ed down by caste and autocratic rule. 
However, it was said that liberty 
for the Teuton probably will not prove 
as Intoxicating as to the Russian, The 
chief element in the situation, as seen 
■by the State Department, is the dan­ 
ger that when the dead 
of 
winter 
comes there may be hunger and lack 
of adequate food distribution. 
That, 
as President Wilson has pointed out, 
tends to anarchy. 
So the State 
De­ 
partment feels that there is still a 
chance of genuine Bolshevism, 
with 
bad consequences in Germany. 
On the other hand tho official giv­ 
ing the above points added the sug­ 
gestion that Germany was overplay­ 
ing the possible menace in att effort 
to enlist sympathy for herself and to 
gain modification of 
armistice 
and 
peace terms. 
“l/ooking /it the matter 
from 
tho 
German viewpoint it soems quite the 
logical thing for them to do,” said the 
authority. 
He indicated, however, that neither 
this nation nor the Allies are being 
unduly swerved by the 
Solf 
radio­ 
gram, wailing for help and appealing 
for sympathy.

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NEW PHASES OF FOOD 
PROBLEM 


The food situation brought about by 
the amistice is fully as serious as that 
which existed before hostilities ceased. 
It is not, however, so complex as it 
seems. 
There are more people to feed. The 
work of the Commission for Relief in 
pelgium is to be enlarged at once in 
order to rehabilitate physically a long 
under-nourished population. 
T h e n 
there are the people of Central Europe 
to be fed if we would save the world 
Iroin the desperation and anarchy of 
Starved nations. 
All this explains the fact that the 
totals of food Europe requires from us 
are larger now than at any time dur­ 
ing the lighting. 
At the same time certain food sup­ 
plies, war-bound in other countries, 
are now released. ^Large wheat sup­ 
plies in India and Australia have be­ 
a n ie available for European use since 
transportation lanes are rid of hostile 
submarines, 
has a large supply of wheat. 
Dairy 
feeds, on the other hand, are short. 
For these reasons America is asked to 
ship to Europe more corn, rye, barley, 
fats and other foods, while we our­ 
selves will soon return to the use of 
whole wheat bread. 
Citizens must bear in mind that the 
signing of the armistice did not legally 
end the war. 
That will come only 
with the settlement of peace plans— 
undoubtedly many months away. Un­ 
til that time we have still to make sac­ 
rifices and obey regulations that are 
necessary for the good of all 
tut compliance in these things is the 
best way to express our deep rejoic­ 
ing over victory and peace. 


this country. 
That is only one item 
In a long list of unprecedented eco­ 
nomic needs that must be supplied. 
W hat sane man can read such facts 
as these, and expect dull times? 


TAXES AS USUAL 
If anything is needed to temper our 
excess of joy over the dawn of peace, 
let us reflect that we can keep right 
on paying taxes on a war basis dong 
after the war is over. They will not 
be so high as if we had been obliged 
to continue indefinitely feeding and 
transporting and munitioning several 
million soldiers, but they will be high 
enough to satisfy the most avid tax 
payer. 
That $8,009,000,000 revenue bill is 
going to be passed by congress just 
the same. The senate may lop off a 
million or two, but even if it does, that 
will not lessen the debt. 
Most of it 
has been spent already, anyway. 
Much of the war expense will con­ 
tinue for a year or two yet. And there 
is the interest on our war bonds to 
pay; that alone will amount to $1,000,- 
000,000 a year, to take care of past 
issues and those that will be necessary 
next year. 
There are pleasant reports from 
Washington thaB we may expect to 
pay $4,000,000,000 in annual taxes for 
years to come. And let us not grudge 
the payment.

While Mrs. Frazier Will Die, 
Chances For Pierce s Re­ 
covery Improve 


Clearly and concisely, believing that 
-he w as going to die, Mrs. Mary E. 
'"razier yesterday afternoon gave to 
Deputy District Attorney Koepsel a 
b atem e n t that v ill be the basis of the 
a s s e c u tio n of Marshall 
A. 
Pierce, 
should he survive 
the 
self-inflicted 
wound that followed the shooting of 
Mrs. Frazier Monday night at the Fra­ 
zier home northeast of Orange. 
Mrs. Frazier's condition is so criti­ 
cal th at no hope that she can live 
more than o day o rtwo are held out 
by her physician. 
An X-ray examina­ 
tion yesterday disclosed the fact that 
tho bullet that entered Mrs. F razier’s 
side shattered 
the 
backbone. 
The 
woman is paralyzed from the waist 
down. 
Pierce, through the edge of 
whose brain the bullet passed, is do­ 
ing very well and u nless it develops 
that th e bullet in its course left infec­ 
tion h e will get well. 
In her statem ent to the trepuly dis­ 
trict attorney, Mrs. Frazier reviewed 
some of the occurrences that led up 
to the shooting Monday night. 
When Charles H. Frazier, husband 
of Mrs. Frazier, died, ft trust w as pro­ 
vided for that was set aside in the 
courts, and the estate then went half 
to Mrs. Frazier 
and 
half 
to 
Mrs. 
Pierce, the daughter. 
Mrs. 
Pierce 


made a deed of her share of the prop­ 
erty to her mother, giving her mother 
a life interest in the property. 
This 
act greatly displeased Pierce, an,T fre­ 
quently he demanded of Mrs. Frazier 
th at she deed back to Mrs. Pierce the 
portion held by her as a life interest. 
This 
Mrs. Frazier always refused to 
do. 
Months ago when Pierce became in­ 
sistent, he threatened to 
kill 
Mrs. 
Frazier. 
When Mrs. Pierce and her husband 
separated some time ago. Pierce was 
given half of the receipts of the or­ 
ange crop on his agreement to-Jjo away 
and stay away. 
Two weeks ago he re­ 
turned, and on that occasion the Or­ 
ange officers arrested h!m for driving 
an automobile while intoxicated. 
Mrs. Frazier said that when Pierce 
walked into Hie house Monday night 
his attitude was 
threatening. 
Mrs. 
Frazier stood across tile 
table 
from 
him. 
He drew- the revolver and held 
it pointed at Mrs. Frazier for a min­ 
ute or two. 
The whole attitude was anger be­ 
cause Mrs. Frazier had always refused 
to release the property so that Pierce 
could spend the money. 
When Pierce 
drew the revolver his wife begged him 
to put it away, but instead he fired at 
Mrs. Frazier, and she fell. 
Following the signing of the state­ 
ment, Mrs. Frazier asked Koepsel to 
j make her will for her.
